The 
brief services at the Cemetery were 
impresslTs aad just before these 
were begun a last invitation waa 
given for the friends to look upon 
the features of the dead boy who had 
the appearaaoa of havlag dropped 
into a quiet aad peaoeful sloop. 
After the burial was over scores of 
sympathising friends offered their 
coadoleaoe to tha firvlviig moBbers 
of the stricken family. 

As Bro. Adams said in hia talk. 
It is hard to give up a oharaeter like 
Orlin Moore, bat whan we think of 
the happiness he hss shed by his 
sunny nature, the incentive he has 
given to his oompanions aad those 
younger than himself to emulate his 
example and lead a blameless life, 
and the comfort,' help and pride he 
wu to his pareats we shoald rather 
give thanks that he was allowed to 
remain with us as long as he was for 
the eoantaat blessing derired from 
association with him and the glori- 
ois memory |M>at is left as for the 
future,

Various reports have been eireu- 

lated in regard to typhoid fever in 
Marion, and Dame Bumor has re- 
parted aaywhere fima tweaty^flTO to 
one hundred cases of this diseare la 
our midst. These reports have been 
circulated far and wide, and have 
done our eommuaity gtaat lajustiee 
and injury. People of our own town 
have been principally responaible for 
these false repMta, They uke up 
mere rumor and Nport It as facts, 
when they could easily investigate 
thia matter, as any of our physicians 
would give them the faots in regard 
to this disease. 

It has also been reported that epi. 
demica of other diaeaaet> have been 
present in the community. It is 
true we have had a vrcat deal of sick, 
ness. At least 5() per cent of this 
sickness soould have been pievuntetl. 
1 have made a oarefd investtgation 
of the situation, consultcil . \i r\ 
physician in our city, and find that 
we have had a total of twelve oases 
of typhoid fever in and around town 
this year. It is. however, a re- 
proach to any community to have 
this disease, as it origiaates in filth 
and is easily prcvcjted. If every 
person would work for their own 
jtood ind tlva .Jjood the oommunily, 
No p/rson eifar fahs tjrphotdTHiff un- 
less they get the germ- into the 
alimentary canal, and these germs 
must some from sonu) previous case, 
where the discharges ha?o BOt been 
properly disinfected. 

The mouth is the port of entrance 
for typhoid germs and they eater 
L>ither with our food or driak. Whaa 
our water supply becomes contami- 
nated with these filthy little "bugs," 
we drink then, and therefore, beeome 
infected with the disease. If all drink, 
ing water was boild it would obviate 
this oourse of danger. Our food 
may become ooatamlaatad bv eoa< 

tact with the oomm.on house fly, 
which is a scavenger, aad the most 
filthy ^laoe he e»n tad la his •«haveu 
of rest." Then he comes to our 
kitohens and dining rooms with his 
feat aad legs teeming with the vari. 
oas disease germs, aad depoeits them 
on our food. This source of danger 
can only be overcome by proper 
screening. Many other diseaaea 
orignata fram BIth, aad, If wa would 
keep our premises scrupulously clean, 
be careful what you eat and drink, 
we eoald praraat at least &o per cent 
of the usual summer siekness, save 
much Ruffering and many ' valuable 
lives.

Aboat the sixth eentnry, B. C, 
the commonwealth, of Athens, the 
leading city oi the lonians, elected 
Solow, as chief ruler and bestowed 
upon hta nalisiltod power sod au- 
thority. He gave to Athens a ooo- 
stitution and cade of laws, political, 
religious, social and educational. 
These were very differeat from those, 
Lyoorgas, giTO to Sparta. 

Rspeeiallv differoat Was the sy;- 
tem of education yconded for. It 
differed la sin, aad theroforo It dif- 
fered ia earrioolem methods of in- 
struction, support and attendance. 

But the meaning of education to- 
day does aot Boaa to prepare men 
for war but for eivil life. It not 
only means to develope the mind, 
but the heart, muscle and willpower 
as well. 

Kentucky ranks about thirty-seven 
in education and a great part of our 
people IIto la the eonntry, and the 
question of the edaoatioo whieb the 
country hoy aod girl should receive 
is one of highest importance to the 
oommoawooltb. Aa4 It ti • problem 
most likely bo over looked. When 
educators assemble, it is the ooUege 
man and the city teaeher who are at 
thsfroal. Tho aoods of tko eity 
schools and the proper method for 
their management are more or less 
prominent before the public. The 
coaatry sohool aid tho* ooaatry 
school teaeher, are out of sight, and 
forgotten. Now let us consider 
what are the seeds of those oouotry 
boys sad glrla. They havo a good 
physical start in their country out- 
of door life, but here comes the pull, 
where shall they get the ideals of 
life, the principles of eonduot, the 
inspiration and motives of achieve 
ment that shall fit them to make the 
mo4t of thoBMslTes and their fami 
lies? By the fact, that they are fa 
from town, thev may be sheltercc 
from many temptations and evils o: 
elty life, B«t, thoy are ia tpeoia 
need of the awakening voice and the 
guiding hand that shall put them in 
step with the progressive force of the 
world aad aiake theai shara ia the 
best elements of our civilization 
Could we but see every country home 
beautified in Its snrrouadings, its 
humble hearth, graced by a ahelf of 
books . It would take this to make 
a man fully competent to manage t)ie 
affairs of •eboel. 

The people of Kentaeky has been 
very slow in learning, some times 
they will say, I have educated my 
ehildrea, bat they aever thiak aay 
thing about their neighbors' ehUdren, 
but remember what is good for your 
children will be good for his.

I have talked 
with aoao who ya« ooalds't islerosl 
on the subject, hut they had much 
rather talk to you about hunting, a 
good peek of iMasds aod had rather 
be able to toll yon when a hoand 
was running on a cold trail, than to 
tell you he knew how to spell and 
ooaM write a baolaoss letter. Bal 
the t*me is hert, I am gUd to say, 
when we are going to have bette: 
schools, better opportasltlos to ao 
quire aa odasatioB. So aow boys 
and girls, its up to you, its yoaiS If 
you want it. So now be ready, 
everyone of yon, to partake when 
this fall's school begins, set your aim 
high and worL downward every day, 
and remember that you are oitisens 
aad are laboriag to balld ap aot on.
